School Board May 
Install Stoker In 
Central School 

Substitute Teachers To^Be Paid 
Minimum Rate Of $6 Per Day; 
Janitor J. Kinnear Resigns. 

Regular meeting of th school 
board was held on Thursday eve¬ 
ning. Present chairman George 
Evans, Trustees D. Holly and J. 
Ms Neil 

Mr. Joe Emmerson was appoin¬ 
ted auditor for the year 1946. 

Prior to the raise in wages jani¬ 
tor Prank Paterson had been gran¬ 
ted an $80 bonus to be spread over 
the four winter months as it was 
recognized that increased work 
was involved during the winter 
months. 

The board debated this bonus on 
Tuesday and instructed secretary 
that this bonus was to be considle^- 
ed null and void due to the increase 
in wages granted janitor Paterson. 
Notice of motion was given that 
the motion of Sept 16 granting 
this bonus would be rescinded. 

A letter of resignation was read 
from janitor J. Kinnear. It was 
dated Nov. 16 and stated his serv¬ 
ices with the board would be con¬ 
sidered ended on December 14. An 
advertisement for a janitor was 
authorized to be placed in The 
Journal. 

Discussion took place regarding 
Substitute teachers’ wage rates. 
Heretofore rates were determined 
by the class the teacher taught, 
whether intermediate or elemen¬ 
tary. In future it was decided to 
pay all substitute teachers a mini¬ 
mum $6 per day basis. 

Aa hag been recorded before the 
grates in the boiler at Central 
school are in very poor condiition 
and the board has been unable to 
buy new grates throughout western 
Canada. The installation of a coal 
stoker is now being considered and 
J. McNeil was authorized to gain 
all information possible on stokers. 
It is intended to secure a stoker to 
burn slurry which would cut fuel 
costs considerably 
While on the subject of stokers 
and coal it was revealed that Mc: 
Gillivray has, for some consider¬ 
able time, been receiving all school 
coal orders. It was agreed to split 
the coal orders between the two 
mines. 

✓^Tfring the examination of ac¬ 
counts the light invoice was seen 
^ record 438 klw. for Central 
^hool and 310 klw. for high school. 
Secretary stated this was abnorm¬ 
ally high and trustee Holly was 
instructed to investigate the mat¬ 
ter. 

Mr. Frank Duncanson of Ck)le- 
man Playgoers’ Club was present 
to seek the facilities of the school 
auditorium for the club. He 
stated that the members were at 
present practicing in homes which 
naturally do not have proper faci¬ 
lities for the actors.

In 1887 at Arbroth 
he married Mrs. Fyfe and their 
family of four daughters were 
bom there. 

He was employed as a sheph rd 
and w'abched over his flocks in the 
field before deciding to come to 
Canada.. He was preceded to this 
country by his three eldest daugh¬ 
ters, Mrs. George Ford coming to 
Belleville, Ont. w'hile Mrs. Dave 
Roberi and Mrs. Alex. Morency 
came direct to Blairmore. In 1911 
Mr. Fyfe came direct to Coleman 
where he gained employment at 
McGillivray Creek as stable 'boss, 
a position he held till 1916 when 
he took over a similar position at 
International holding this position 
seventeen years until his retjr- 
ment at the age of 72. Mrs. Fyfe 
and youngest daughter, now Mrs. 
R. Oliver joined him in 1913. 

Despite their advanced ageg they 
often thought of Bonnie Scotland, 
their old homeland and immediate¬ 
ly following his retirement he and 
his wife departed for Scotland, 
bading their family a fond adieu.

Require $275,000 to Construct And 
Equip Municipal Hospital; Original 
Estimate of $185,000 Now Inadequate 


Board Of Public Utility Com¬ 
missioners Refused Permissim 
To Issue The Required Additicmal 
$90,000; Rise in Material and 
Labor Costs Responsible. 

The ratepayers of the Crows 
Neat Pass Municipal District No. 
40 are to be asked to grant per¬ 
mission to the hospital board to is¬ 
sue debentures to the amount of 
$275,000 to properly construct and 
equip a modem 60-bed munidpel 
hospital. While no date has been 
officially set it is expected the vote 
will be taken in either January or 
eariy February. 

When the original estimate was 
made in August, 1944, it was con¬ 
fidently beJieved that $180J)00 
would construct and equip the 
building. Numerous obstacle have 
confronted the board almost from 
the outset causing serious delay in 
actual consitruction. The site, for 
instance, caused months of delay 
before it was finally secured. Sharp 
increases in the cost of material 
and labor hag resulted in the con¬ 
struction and equipment goaring up 
to another $90,000, this being 
practically half of the original es¬ 
timate of $185,000. — 

The hospital board sought the 
sasction of ^e Board of Public 
Utilities for the additional $90,000 
debenture issue but this has been 
refused, the suggestion being made 
to either go to the ratepayers for 
thedr sanation to the increase or to

It is the considered opinion of 
the local hospital board that a 
smaller hospital for this large in¬ 
dustrial area would prove inade-' 
quate and for that reason it is 
going to the ratepayers to sanc¬ 
tion sufficient money to build a hos¬ 
pital that will be most suitable to 
the area’s requirements. 

Plans and specifications having 
been completed tenders were called 
for the construction of the hospital. 
Three tenders were received. 
Shoquist Construction (Western) 
Ltd., Calgary was awarded the 
contract on a tender of $202,995.00 
This in itself was more Ahan the 
total hospital budget of $185,000 
authorized by the ratepayers on 
Dec. 16, 1944. In addition a break¬ 
down of the equipment required re¬ 
vealed a cost of $70,000 making a 
total of $273,000 approximately. 

During the two years the provi 
sional and elected boards have been 
in office, money hag been spent and 
assets accumulated Should the 
ratepayers sanction the additional 
$90,000, actual construction of the 
hospital will start the moment 
spring starts to thaw the snow and 
ice on the site. 

During Januarj’ the hospital 
board plans a series of public meet¬ 
ings in all centres in the area to 
thoroughly acquaint the ratepayers 
with the progress nrade and the 
reason why the additi<mai deben¬ 
tures should receive tlhetr aupgxNrt.

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EXPERIENCE OF ALBERTA TOWN 

OF PONOKA PROVES VALUE 
OF PASTEURIZATION 

Proof of the efficacy of pasteuriza¬ 
tion of milk is seen in a report re¬ 
ceived recently by Health League of 
Canada officials from the town of 
Ponoka in Alberta. 

During a Canada-wide survey in 
connection with milk pasteurization, 
Ponoka officials reported a compul¬ 
sory pasteurization by-law had been 
passed in the town in 1944 “following 
repeated outbreaks of undulant fe¬ 
ver, and when it was found that two 
of the herds used in supplying milk 
to the town were seriously infected 
with Bang’s disease.” Bang’s disease, 
or brucella abortus, in animals can 
lead to undulant fever, or brucellosis, 
in humans. 

It was noted further that "since 
then no case of the disease has been 
reported.” 

From this report from Ponoka, it is 
obvious that pasteurization is a 
means of eliminating undulant fever 
—a disease the seriousness of which 
is not revealed in available statistics 
because of diagnostic difficulties. Un¬ 
dulant fever is a disease which does 
not show characteristic symptons. 

Nevertheless, undulant fever’s toll 
can be cut through use of pasteurized 
milk, just as it has been proven that 
use of pasteurized milk has cut the 
toll from bovine tuberculosis, scarlet 
fever, septic sore throat, typhoid fe¬ 
ver, paratyphoid and dysentery—all 
milk-borne diseases. 

The example set by Ponoka and 
some other towns and cities is com¬ 
mendable and encouraging, but the 
problem of eliminating milk-borne i 
diseases throughout Canada can be| 
solved only through enactment by the 
various provincial legislatures of 
compulsory pasteuriiation legislation 
which covers all municipalities and 
other districts. Only then will the 
Dominion be assured of a milk sup¬ 
ply which is 100 per cent. safe. On¬ 
tario at present is the only province 
with compulsory pasteurization legis¬ 
lation in force.

HAS 1^ IDEA 

Doctor Thlilks Everyone Should 
Work As Long As They Like 

CLEVELAND, Ohio.—The popula¬ 
tion of the United States, the statis¬ 
ticians say, will be 150,000,000 by 
1980—and this number ^ expected to 
include 21,000,000 in the 65 and over 
age group. 

Such a prospect brought an appeal 
by one medical expert that science 
should do something about the aged 
and chronically ill. Dr. Theodore 
Klumpp, former chief of the food and 
drug administration of the U.S. de¬ 
partment of agriculture, believes that 
a man or woman should be permitted 
to work as long as they like. 

"We can’t plow them as we used 
to plow under corn, potatoes, tobac¬ 
co, and little pigs,” he told the clos¬ 
ing session of the 74th annual meet¬ 
ing of the American Public Health 
Association. 

Dr. Klumpp said that in the past 
medical scientists have been more 
preoccupied with the diseases of 
youth and childhood, but that as a 
result “we now have an adult popu¬ 
lation that is larger in proportion 
than it has ever been before.” 

It promises to grow even larger as 
the years go by, he said, and by 1980, 
the 45 years of age and over group 
will compose 40.3 per cent, of the 
population with the 65 year old group 
at 21,000,000 or 14.4 per cent. 

He said that science should go 
after such diseases as heart disease, 
coronary thrombosis, nephritis, arth¬ 
ritis and cancer—which are prevalent 
in the older-age groups. 

Dr. Klumpp also warned of new 
problems arising out of the invention 
of new labor-saving devices which 
he said would “be on a scale never 
dreamed of before.” 

Just the same, he insisted, those 
in the older groups should be permit¬ 
ted to continue to give their wisdom 
and mature judgment as long as they 
are able to do so. 

“Youth can loaf content with opi¬ 
ate dreams of future achievements,” 
he said, “but as we grow older the 
realities of life are more clearly seen 
and less easily denied, and as we ap¬ 
proach 50 to 60, we can no longer 
derive solace from the pipe dreams 
of future achievements.”

ing hard to get a modem munici¬ 
pal ^ijoapital When the project was 
ftrst%tarted back in August, 1944, 
the cost of constructing and equip¬ 
ping a sixty be<i hospital was es¬ 
timated at $185,000. Today the cost 
for same building and equip- 
n}ent stands at $275,000. 

We are indebted to 'The Cana¬ 
dian Bank of Cbmmeroe’s monthly 
commercial letter which, deals with 
the subject of construction costs. 
Its survey it taken on a national 
basis and reads: 

Cost of Construction 

“The most complete cost study 
yet made is that recently com¬ 
pleted by the department of re¬ 
construction and supply, Ottawa. 
This valuable analysis w'as under¬ 
taken as part of an expensive .sur¬ 
vey of housing requirements, with 
the aid of engineers, architects, 
practical builders, economists and 
statisticians. The result of the cost 
study are summarized below. 

Taking all factors into account— 
the increase in materials and 
wages, as w'ell as the lowered 
efficiency of construction w'orkers— 
total costs are estimated by the 
departmenit to have gone up be¬ 
tween 47 and 62 per cent from 
1939 to 1945. 

It should be emphasized, how'- 
ever, that the increases are nation¬ 
al in scope. Considerable variations 
are apparent in different sections 
of the country. We know of points 
w'here building costs have risen 
75 per cent over 1939. It should 
also be .stressed that prices of 
building materials entering into 
all of these calculations are those 
quoted in legitimate trade circles. 

The present high cost and low 
efficiency of -'lSfb,W are due partly . 
to pre-war and war condition.s. 
During the period 1924-39 house¬ 
building activity in urban areas in 
i^^anada averaged 32,000 units per 
■yebiivj»»giug; from 50,000 in 1928 
down to 14,00^^4n 1933. Work in 
the construction Industry was 
highly irregular, with the result 
that young men sought employ¬ 
ment, noit as carpenters, stone¬ 
masons and bricklayers, but in 
other forms of endeavour. Thus 
the construction labor force, having- 
failed to receive an adequate num¬ 
ber of young recruits for fifteen 
years (lesS than 200 per year m 
the 1930’s) became older with an 
inevitable accompanying loss in 
efficiency. By 1941, the last census 
year, 67 per cent of persons work- 
.ing in construction occupations 
were 35 years of age or over, as 
against 49 per cent of all persons 
gainfully employed. During the 
early yearg of World War II there 
was a tremendous boom in con¬ 
struction of war plants ofallkind.s, 
but the proportion of young men 
gained in the new labor force was 
low due to the requirements of the 
aimed forces and more attractive 
working conditions in munitions 
plants. At present the construction 
industry is recruiting an^ training 
new men as fast as it is able, but 
the fact remains that the cost of 
building houses in Canada is in- 
crease<l by lack of .sufficient skilled 
men. This phase will pass, of 
course, as the new recruits in¬ 
crease in experience and know¬ 
ledge and take over- from their 
predecessors.

TWO PAMPHLETS ISSUED ON 
LABOR LEGISLATION 

The Dominion Labor Department 
announces that 1946 revisions of 
two of its regular publications are 
now available. 

“Workmen’s Compensation in 
Canada—A Comparison of Provin¬ 
cial Laws,” is the title of a pam¬ 
phlet recently issued by the De¬ 
partment. 

The pamphlet traces amend¬ 
ments made in the provincial work¬ 
men’s accident compensation acts 
since July, 1945, notably the aboli¬ 
tion in British Columbia of work¬ 
men’s contributions to medical aid 
and the reduction of the waiting 
period in that province. 

A summary of the Merchants’ 
Seamen’s Compensation Act, 1946, 
passed by the Dominion Parlia¬ 
ment, is also given in the bulletin. 
Along the same lines as the sim¬ 
ilar pamphlet for 1945, there is in 
this year’s edition a complete re¬ 
vision of the section which setg out 
the conventions and recommenda¬ 
tions of the Intematioal Labor Or¬ 
ganization, in order to permit a 
comparison between the Intema- 
tional Labor Office standards and 
Canadian provincial statutes. 

A second brochure also issued 
recently is the 1946 revision of the 
Labor Department’s “Provincial 
Labor Standards Concerning Child 
Labor, Hourg of Work, Minimum 
Wages and Workmen’s Compensa¬ 
tion.’ This carries a new section 
relating to annual holidays with 
pay, with a table showing the com¬ 
parison of holiday pay allowed in 
Alberta, British Columbia, Ontario, 
Quebec and .Saskatchewan.

THE CRIPPLING EFFECT OF STRIKES on Canada’s industrial life 
and on the success of the reconversion program here has been felt in many 
places. Shortages of materials resulting from these work stoppages have 
been responsible for a serious drag in the production of necessary articles 
ranging from nails to trucks, and from men’s shirts to soap and glass. As 
long as critical shortages exist it is clearly in the interest of consumers to 
maintain price ceilings and other wartime controls, since to lift these before 
the supply is equal to the demand, would be to invite disastrous inflation. 
In spite of controls, black markets have sprung up in some parts of the 
country in nails, lumber and other articles in short supply, and it is appar¬ 
ent that a normal peacetime economy will not be restored until production 
can go forward without hindrance.

WASHINGTON.—In a move to 
smash Japan’s war-making power 
forever, reparations commissioner Ed¬ 
win W. Pauley has recommended 
swift Allied removal of about three- 
fourths of her key iron, steel and 
machine tool industries, it was dis¬ 
closed. 

President Truman has sent Mr. 
Pauley’s detailed report outlining a 
suggested American reparations pol¬ 
icy to members of the senate foreign 
relations and house of representatives 
foreign affairs committees. 

Mr. Pauley’s sweeping recommen¬ 
dations also would reduce Japan's 
once-powerful merchant fleet to 1,- 
500,000 tons needed for eastern trad¬ 
ing only and ban all Japanese com¬ 
mercial voyages to other world ports. 

In addition to outlawing all war 
and munitions industries, Mr. Pauley 
suggested complete removal of every 
magnesium, aluminum, and synthetic 
oil plant, plus at least 50 per cent, 
of the electric power facilities. 

Presumably, the report will form 
the basis of the United States atti¬ 
tude at an 11-power reparations con¬ 
ference scheduled for early December. 
Russia’s refusal to accept an Ameri¬ 
can invitation thus far has prevented 
I an earlier meeting.

OTTAWA.—Heavy spending engen¬ 
dered by. high wartime salaries is 
continuing in Canada and as yet 
there is no sign of any let-up, a sur¬ 
vey disclosed here. 

A Dominion bureau of statistics 
report on retail sales in September 
indicated that spending is increasing, 
possibly as a result of more consum¬ 
er goods becoming available. 

Prices board officials said the re¬ 
port—the latest available—was the 
best indication of what Canadians 
were doing with their money. 

The officials were commenting on 
a Sydney, Australia, dispatch which 
said a spending orgy which came in 
Australia with the end of the war is 
petering out and people have become 
sparing both in their pleasures and 
domestic purchases. 

A source in close touch with the 
business world said that "Canadians 
who have it still are spending plenty.” 

A government official said that 
while Canadians were spending a lot 
of money on non-luxury goods they 
were also paying a good deal for en¬ 
tertaining purposes. 

For instance, preliminary figures 
showed the apparent consumption of 
alcoholic beverages was 50 per cent, 
higher this year than in 1945. 

Despite the expenditures, a charter¬ 
ed bank statement showed savings 
deposits still are rising. At Sept. 31 
tjie savings on deposit totalled $3,- 
524.145,000 against $3,465,731,000 at 
Aug. 31 and $2,934,845,000 at Sept. 
30, 1945. 

A report on the sales of Canada 
savings bonds showed that Canadians 
purchased close to $500,000,000 wortll 
in the first 30 days after the issue! 
went on sale. 

The bureau of statistics report in¬ 
dicated that in September Canadians 
purchased more of just about every¬ 
thing. except shoes.

Bust Of Sir Charles Saunders 

Unveiled .4t Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa 

OTTAWA—The man who develop¬ 
ed the wheat that made Canada fam¬ 
ous—Sir Charles Edward Saunders— 
was honored in a ceremony at the 
central experimental farm here when 
his bust was unveiled in a building 
bearing the name of his father, Wil¬ 
liam Saunders. 

Sir Charles, who died in Toronto 
10 years ago, was best known as the 
developer of Marquis wheat, but also 
evolved other varieties such as Pre¬ 
lude and Garnet. He is credited with 
originating the first important steps 
in plant In-eeding in Canada, and ag¬ 
riculture department official estimate 
that his Marquis wheeat has brought 
revenues of 120,000,000 a year to the 
IDominkm.
